of fall oats wore planted, however^, 
due'to the- continued dry weather 
last fall. 
Mr. Gentry stated that 


spring oats could be mudded in as 
soon as possible and if favorable 
conditions prevailed, a good crop 
would be secured. 


Mr. Gently cautioned the farm- 
ers of this section about an in- 
crease in the cotton acreage this 
year, and urged that more feed, 
especially row 
stuff, be planted, 


and that more food be grown. 


The county demonstration agent 
stated that formers 
of Navarro 


county last year realized good prof- 
its 
from 
commercial 
fertilizers 


used. 
He said 
that the farmers 


who kept a record on the use of 
fertilizers in 1929, indicated that 
the cotton acreage showed an in- 
crease of an average of 200 pounds 
per acre seed cotton, and after the. 
cost of the fertilizer was deducted, 
left an average of $6.68 per acre. 
On the lands where corn was rais- 
ed, the yield was from five to 10 
bushels per acre more than where 
the fertilizer was not used.

Oriental Cults — A Teacher who was Strong. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS. 


Lately I ha.ve been reading sev- 
eral volumes of excerpts from 
the 


•wisdom literature of the various 
oriental nations. 
As 1 dug 
my 
weary way through chapter after 
('chapter of these oft-lauded East- 
/ ern cults, I recalled Max Muller's 
saying, that research into the liter- 
ature of oriental religions yields a 
few gra.ins of wisdom for a great 
deal of chaff. My outstanding im- 
pression is of the vagueness of it. 
all, and, in general, of Its common- 
placeness and unreality. 
By contrast, we have the 
re- 


markable defiteness of the teach- 
ings of Jesus, as summarized in 
the Sermon on the Mount, which 
has furnished the text for 
three 
consecutive Sunday school lessons. 
Jesus was as explicit as He was 
profound. The red blood of reality 
pulses In the arteries of His speech. 
There is no mistaking what 
He 
means In these great passages from 
Matthew's Gospel. 
They are not 


only clear, but they are also lumi- 
nous. Any child may grasp 
the 
meaning of the Master. 


Multum in Farvo. 
Take, for example, a.lmost at ran- 


Uom, these sentences 
from 
the 
present 
lesson: 
what 
could be 


plainer or more explicit or 
more 
arresting; and yet more fraught 
with deeper meaning? 
"Asls, and it will be given 
to 


you;, seek, and you will find; knock 
and the door will be opened to 
you. 
For it is always he 
who 
asks that receives, he who seeks 
that finds." 
"Or what man is there of you, 


who, if his son shall ask him for a 
loaf, will give him a stone; or if 
he shall ask for a fish, will givo 
him a serpent? 
If ye then, being 


evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto your children, how much more 
shall your Father who is in heaven 
give good things to them that ask 
Him? 


"All 
things, therefore, whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do 
unto you, even so do ye also unto 
them." 


Something to Grow Up To. 
Here was a new sort of Teacher, 
telling men how to live the good 
life; how to find felicity; how to 
understand God. 
His principles 


•were put forth as something to be 
practiced. 
Mere 
credal 
religion 
gets scant support from the Ser- 
mon on the Mount; every para- 
graph 
thunders 
the 
injunction, 
"Go and do it!" 


By the common consent of the 
ages, the best and most workable 
law of life is that which Jesus herf 
impacted into the few words col- / 
loquially called "The Golden Rule." 
Confucius once expressed the nega- 
tive side of the same principle; but 
that is as near as the world's great 
thinkers ever got to this guide for 
everyday living, 
It is a favorite verse for chil- 
dren: yet the longer we live and 
the farther we advance In under- 
standing of life, the more profound 
and far-reaching 
this 
teaching 
seems. From a formula, for child- 
hood's conduct it develops into a 
business code, and a. law of Inter- 
national relationships. 
There are 


still 
undiscovered 
depths 
and 
heights 
in this 
single 
sentence 


which, as Martin Luther quaintly 
says, ties up into a little bundle the 
teachings of the whole Sermon on 
the Mount. This apothegm is pro- 
foundest philosophy made portable. 
The Golden Rule,'supplanting thr. 
world's rule of gold, is the way of 
the golden life. 


Eujrenists on Clrriry's Children. 
Many men. ministers especially, 


are finding It hard to keep calm 
and clear-eyed in the midst of so 
many new and revolutionary ideas 
•which label themselves as relig- 
ious. This shock of surprise and 
alarm surely cannot come to one 
who is familiar with the warnings 
of Jesus Himself, that false proph- 
ets would arise. There ever havo 
been much, and there ever will be 
deceiving the very elect. 
What of it? Jesus ga.ve an infall- 


ible test for proving them; the doc- 
trine is to be. interpreted by the 
deed. 
"By their fruits 
shall ye 


know them." One group of teach- 
ers in our time are making a lot 
of noise, as they attack the church 
es, the preachers, the Bible and 
the Christian religion. 
Many 01 


the mentally immature arc fojlow- 
ing them, simply because they dd 
not have the good sense, or 
the 


Scriptural knowledge to apply the 
Jesus-test of fruits. 


Does 
today's 
new philosophy 


make for kindly, friendly living 
lor personal chastity 
for content- 


ed homes? for individual industry 
and loyalty? for 
patriotism 
ana 
reverence 
and 
spiritual 
peact'.' 


Such questions are answered in tne 
asking: everybody knows that tne 
fruits of pur modern and maudlin 
individualism are quite the con- 
trary. 
On tho other hand, what are the 


fruits of even our most imported 
Christianity? I leave the reader to 
make his own answer; reminding 
him merely that 
on 
January 9, 


1930, in the annual meeting ot the 
American Eugenics Society—which 
is by no means a particularly pious 
organization—it was seriously pro- 
posed, "as a measure of racial betv 
efit,'1 
that there 
be provided "a 


special stipend for the rearing or 
every child born to a clergyman. 
This measure was advocated bo- 
cause cold statistics have proved 
that the best quality or leaders 
arose fro mine 
progeny 
of the 


clergy. 
Verily, "By 
their 
fruits 


shall ye know them." 


A Shock for Lip Religion. 
That dry-witted Presbyterian who 


said he "had no religion to speak of" 
was rebuking the voluble Christians 
whose religion runs to vocabulary. 
H is interesting to note how Jos.us 
shrank from anything savoring of 
professionalism; His sharpest words 
were reserved for the Pharisees, 
who flaunted their religiousness. 
So in our lesson the Master utters 
a terrible warning against voluble 
lip-service, the religion of mere 
phraseology. 


"Not every one that, saith unto 


me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into | 
the kingdom of heaven; but he that , 
doeth the will of My Father who ' 
is in heaven." 
For the doers, instead of the talk-

crop—feding 
it into 
consumer 


channels in proporation to domes- 
tic and foreign demand. 


Actually, however, the 
basic 


question still is one of overproduc- 
tion. The board has warned against 
expansion of acreage.

Lcgge said a statement might be 
issued concerning spring wheat. 


"With another large crop of hard

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 6. —OT— 
Pascual Ortiz Rubip, president of 
Mexico since yesterday noon, rest- 
ed easily today at his home with a 
wound from a 38-calibre pistol shot.

an assassin two hours after his in- 
auguration. 
His physicians and his secretary, 


who was with him when the at- 
tempt was made on his life, be- 
lieved he would be recovered suf- 
ficiently within about a week to 
assume the duties of his new of- 
fice. 


Meanwhile, 
Emilio Fortes Gil, 


who turned the presidency over to 
Ortiz Rubio, in his new capacity 
of minister of the inferior in the 
one-day-old government, conducted 
an investigation of the shooting, 
which he believed was the develop- 
ment of a widespread plot.

Although he 
carried a, small picture of the vir- 
gin of Guadalupe in his pocket, they 
did not believe, his crime had a 
religious motive, but laid it rather 
to a plot of "Vasconcellstas" as ad- 
herents of the defeated presidential 
candidate Jose 
Vasconcelos are 


known. 


None of six others wounded by 
the shots from Flores' gun was in- 
jured seriously. 
One of the six 
shots fired grazed the ear and 
scalp of Senora Do Ortiz Rubio,

the presidential car received a bul- 
let wound In his shoulder. 
Three bystanders were wounded.

He followed 
this announcement, with a. state- 
ment in which he said the attempt 
was proof there were elements in 
the country which sought to cast 
the nation into chaos and ruin re- 
gardless of the method employed. 


The American charge d'affairs, 
Herschel Johnson, and

inaugural, Reuben Clark, were the 
first diplomats to call at the na- 
tional palace after the shooting and 
express their regrets. 


Vasconcolns Cautlc. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 6.— (F)~ 


Commentlng,on the attempt to as- 
sinate President Pascual Ortiz Ru- 
blo in Mexico City, Jose Vasconce- 
los last night reiterated his belief 
that "there ran be no peace in 
Mexico until a free election is ef- 
fected." 


Vasconceios was defeated by Or- 


tiz Rubio for the presidency last 
fall. 


"The present government of graft 
and murder must be suspended by 
a government of public opinion," 
Vasconcelos said. "During the past 
six years Calles

and trouble.

tentiary lands now owned. 


Would Hurry Vote. 


When 'consideration of the bill of 
Represenative Harry N. Graves of 
Georgetown, proposing 
rehabilita- 
tion of the Huntsville walls, was be- 
gun, Represenative Walter Beck of 
Fort Worth sent up an amendment, 
substituting the bill of Representa- 
tive John F. Wallace of 
Teague, 


which stipulated the site should be 
within 20 miles of Austin.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—W')—French 
navy conference circles today de- 
clared flatly that Franco would not 
in any way consider now the aboli- 
tion of submarines. The pronounce- 
ment was in answer to the an- 
nouncement of the American dele- 
gation head, Colonel Henry L. Stim- 
son, that at next Tuesday's plenary 
session he would propose abolition 
of underwater craft. 


France, as had already been fore- 
cast, it was said, intends to make 
proposals for "humanization' of sub- 
marine warfare. 
It as understood 
the main French stipulation would 
forbid the sinking of merchant ves- 
sels in wartime unless they were 
armed heavily. In this case the na- 
tions would 'bind 
themselves to 


make every provision for the safe- 
ty of crews. 


The French announcement was 
made after a meeting of the dele- 
gation last night at which the sub-

question 
was examined 
again on the basis of an announce- 
ment that America and Great Brit- 
ain were a.greed on the advisability 
of abolishing the craft.

France.Submarines Necessity. 
The French position is that coast 


defense guns are immobile and of 
short range, and therefore mobile 
submarines are vitally necessary to 
protect ports from attack. Another 
French argument is that subma- 
rines are essential to guard convoys 
and are more valuable even than 
cruisers In this respect. 
Meanwhile, a compromise settle- 


ment of Ja.pan's demand for a. cruis- 
er strength 70 per cent of that of 
Great Britain and 
the 
United 
States was believed in well inform- 
ed naval conference quarters to be 
imminent. 
It was understood the Japanese 


government, might be willing to ac- 
cept a GO 2-3 per cent radio instead 
of the 10-10-7 demanded and that 
these figures now were being stud- 
ied by delegations from the three 
countries with likelihood that there 
would be a final agreement at that 
level or thereabout. 


Goes Into Specific Matters.

Taft was described by his physi- 
cians today as extremely serious.

examination, 
Drs. Thomas A. Claytor and Fran- 
cis R. Hagner said there was some 
doubt that the retired chief 
jus- 


tice would recover. 


In a formal bulletin the physi- 
cians said: 


"For 
some years Chief Justice 


Taft has had a very high blood 
pressure associated 
with general 
artorlo sclerosis and myocarditis. 
"Together with these conditions 


he has had a chronic cystitis. He 
has no fever and suffers.no pain. 


"His present serious condition is 
the result of general arterio scler- 
otic changes." 


Mr. 
Tuft's 
physicians decided 


this afternoon to call into consul- 
tation Dr. William Sidney Thayer 
of Baltimore, who 
has attended 
Mr. Taft at times in the past. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. _<ffV- 
William Howard Taft returned to 
Washington 
today Chattered 
in 


health and practically helpless. 


Perceptibly worn, weak and in- 


different to his surroundings, the 
former president, who resigned as 
chief justice of the United States 
yesterday, came back to the capi- 
tal from Asheville, N. C., was as- 
sisted from his car, placed in an 
automobile and 
driven 
to 
his 


Wyoming- avenue home. 


"A sick man" was the short de- 


scription of Mr, Taft's physician, 
Dr. Francis Hagner, who accom- 
panied him 
on his journey from 
North Carolina. But he added that 
"as far as we can tell he is in no 
immediate danger." 


Ill as ho wars, the former chief 


justice was dressed when his train 
reached the union station here at 
7:05 a. m., but he remained in his 
drawing room while his car was be- 
ing transferred to a level nearer the 
streets. Dr. Hagner time and again 
entered his state room to speak to 
the distinguished patient, but he 
seemed to have difficulty in im- 
pressing upon Mr. Taft that 
the 


time had come to leave the car, 


Gently, the 
doctor 
asked Mr. 


Taft to get to his feet, but it was 
necessary for several others to as- 
sist him. Step by step, "Dr. Hagner 
and his aides guided his footsteps 
as the sick man left the train. 


In the narrow passage between 


his statoroom and the side of the 
sleeping car, the former- president 
grasped the hand rails to steady 
himself, although he literally was 
being carried along. 
A 
trained 


nurse, who has been with Mr. Taft 
throughout his illness was nearby. 


After Mr. Taft reached the ves- 


tibule of the car, he was held by 
stalwart hands until other attend- 
ants could bring a straight-backed 
chair into 
which he was eased. 


Then the chair was picked up by 
three men who lowered it gently to 
the station platform. 


Several times the former chief 


justice reached out with weakened 
hands to take hold of the nearby 
supports above the steps of the 
car. 
Finally Dr. Hagner. who was 


standing on the train platform with 
Mrs. Taft, grasped the two hands 
of his patient and thus guided him 
into a wheel chair which had been 
rolled up for him. 


Old Smile Was Near 


As the former president settled 


into the chair Dr. Hagner said: 
"That's rather a tight fit, but it 
won't bo for long." 


A trace of the famous Taft smile 


lighted the former chief justice's 
palo and drawn face for an in- 
stant, and his eyes seemed almost 
to twinkle, but the lids drooped 
again. With apparent effort, Mr. 
Taft opened his eyes to look about. 
but he spoke to none of those who 
gathered to meet him. 


The 
chair was 
rolled slowly 


across the broad concourse of the 
union station to the regular auto- 
mobile entrance, where the auto- 
mobile of Associated Justice Suth- 
erland of the. supreme court await- 
ed. Mr. Taft was gently lifted into 
the car, and the journey made to 
his residence, which he entered by 
a side door. An elevator carried 
him to his rooms.

CRIME INCREASE 


YDEAN 
LAW SCHO 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
6. 
Urging that United States commis- 
sioners be given power to try slight 
or casual violations of the dry laws, 
Roscoe Pound, dean of the Harvard 
Law school and a member of the 
National Law Enforcement commis- 
sion, asserted today 
before 
the 


house judiciary 
committee 
that 


crime had increased enormously in 
recent years and that federal court 
congestion had been a result. 


Pound, who appeared with Chair- 


man Wickersham of the commis- 
sion, said a serious condition exist- 
ed in the federal courts because 
of the congestion. 


He testified that "bargain or caf- 
eteria days," where prohibition law 
violators were tried wholesale 
to 


clear federal court dockets, 
had 


impaired the dignity of the courts. 
He added that in consequence the 
people were losing respect for the 
courts and for the law. 


Pound esserted congress had al- 
ready approved methods of dispos- 
ing of minor cases recommended 
by the commission. 


Pound said the commission had 
not recommended anything that 
had not previously beon approved 
by the states and the federal gov- 
ernment and added there were no 
constitutional rasons why the pow- 
ers of the commissioners could not 
bo broadened. Jury trials, he as- 
serted, were for infamous crimes. 


When the commission began the 


study to relieve federal court con- 
gestion he said, its members con- 
sidered three plans. 
One was 
to 


increase 
the 
number 
of federal 


judges, which, he explained, was 
undesirable because 
tho judges 


would be appointed for life for 
a 


temporary situation. 
The second 


considered setting up federal p-o 
lice courts, which also wag not de- 
sired for the same reason. 


The third, on which the commis- 


sion determined, ho added, was to 
use the machinery already set up 
by giving the commissioners au- 
thority to hold summary trials of 
misdemeanor liquor cases.

Called For Action 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 


President Hoover and his law en- 
forcement commission were called 
upon in the senate today by Sen- 
ator Wagner, democrat, New York, 
to "uncover the real abuses of 
prohibition and to propose reme- 
dies for their correction." 


In the first speech in the senate 


on the preliminary report of the 
commission, the New York senat- 
or described it as "disappointing" 
assailed severely some of its re- 
commendations,

but ended in sad neglect,"

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. 


(fP)—Charles Evans Hughes, 
one of the foremost 
of the 


nation's jurists and states- 
men, is to be the next chief 
justice of the United States. 


He will succeed William Howard 
Taft, who, broken 
in health by 
years in the public 
service, has 
been forced to resign and devote 
his entire attention to the better- 
ment of his physical condition. 
In spite of Mr. Hughes' acknowl- 
edged talents, all Washington was 
surprised last night to learn o£ his 
appointment. His nomination was 
sent to the 
senate by President 
Hoover just as dusk was falling. A 
few hours previously, Mr. Taft's 
resignation had been announced 
and the interim had been filed with 
speculation as to his successor in 
the course of which Mr. Hughes' 
name went almost unmentioned. 
But in the meanwhile, the presi- 


dent had been busy with the long 
distance telephone. 
He 
reached 


Mr. Hughes in New York, offered 
him the appointment and obtained 
an immediate acceptance. With a 
radiant smile, the appointee later 
told newspapermen he would accept 
the post as the greatest opportunity 
for service that had come his way. 
While Mr. Taft is the only man 
in history to serve as president and 
chief justice, Hughes missed the 
former by a narrow margin. Oppos- 
ing Woodrow Wilson in the cam- 
paign of 1916, he failed of election 
by 23 electorial votes. So close was 
the ballotting the outcome was in 
doubt for days. 
Two Men Different 


Taft brought 
to 
the supreme 
bench his cheerful philosophies and 
his famous chuckle. His studious 
nature and industrious habits were 
hidden behind his jovial manner. 
Frequently he relieved the tedium 
of protracted legal disputes with 
one of his characteristic witticisms. 
With Hughes, the student of af- 


fairs and the austerity of intellect 
are 
predominant. 
The 
public 


knows him as a stern, industrious 
gifted statesman and 
jurist, al- 
ways 
impeccably groomed, the 


"perfect picture of a statesman." 
His close associates know this side 
of the man, too, but they know 
him, as well, as genial in his daily 
contacts. 
Hughes' career 
began 
In New 
York, where 
his 
legal abilities 


brought early prominence and an 
opportunity for the republican may- 
orality nomination in 1905. This, 
he declined. Two years later he 
became governor of the state, and 
in 1!)09 he began a second 
term, 


but resigned in 1910 to accept ap- 
pointment as an associate justice 
of the supreme court. This came 
from Taft, then president. 
On Supremo Bench Before 


The republican national conven- 
tion at Chicago nominated him for 
the presidency on June 10, 1916, 
and he resigned from the supreme 
bench on the same day. After his 
defeat, he returned to private prac- 
tice, but 
again 
entered 
public 


s§rvice in 1921 to become secretary 
ef state in the Harding cabinet. 


In this capacity he was the prin- 
cipal American 
delegate 
to the 


naval arms conference of 1921. He 
continued in 
the 
cabinet from 
Harding's death and withdrew at 
the beginning of President Cool- 
idge's second term in 1925. 
His 
international prominence 


brought him appointment to the ar- 
bitration court of the Hague, by 
Coolidge in 192G, and two years 
later election by the council and 
assembly of the'League or Nations 
to an associate justiceship on the 
permanent court of international 
justice. In addition, he served ns 
chairman of the American dcloga-. 
tion to the 
sixth Pan-American 


conference in Havana in 1928. 
First Office Judgeshlp 


Taft Began and ended his career 


in the judiciary. 
His first public 


office waa as judge of the superior 
court at Cincinnati, to which he 
was appointed in 1887. In 1890, he 
became 
solctor 
general of 
the 


United States and two years later 
was 
appointed 
federal 
circuit 


judge for thn sixth judicial circuit. 


After the Spanish-American war 
when America was first, faced with 
the problem of the Philippines, he 
served as a member of a commis- 
sion appointed to study the ques- 
tion, and in 1901 he was appointed 
the first civil governor of the Is- 
lands. 
Early in 190-1, President Roose- 


velt brought him to Washington to 
become his secretary of war. 
In 


1908, he was nominto.d for the presi- 
dency by the republican national 
convention and was circled. 
He 


sought reelection in 1912, opposing 
Woodrow Wilson 
and 
Thoodoro 


Roosevelt, who had bolted the re- 
publican ticket and formed an in- 
dependent party. Wilson was elect- 
ed, Roosevelt was second in the 
voting and Taf! third. 


Ntim«Hl By Harding 


He waa appointed chief tu.stice of 


the United .States on June 30, 1921 
by President Harding. In Ibis of- 
fice he worked assiduously, prepar- 
ing his opinions in long hand and 
fighting off the encroachments of 
failing health. 


A month and a half ngo there 


was a recurrence of an old bladder 
ailment, and his nervous system 
was badly impaired. Against 
the 


advice of his physicians he 
1 journey- 


ed to Ohio to attend the funeral of 
a brother, and Ibis trip was said 
to have seriousTy affected his con- 
dition. 


Returning to Washington he en- 


tered a hospital there and a week 
later went to 
Ashoville. North 


Carolina, for what was expoo.tod to 
be a month's re^t followed by a 
return to his duties as chief justice. 
His allrnr-nts. h'wrvt.r, proved to 
be more serious than v.-as expected.

The ceremony, which took place 
at noon, was belief, but was ac- 
companied by the same colorful 
military display that characterized 
the inauguration of President For- 
tes Gil on December 1, 1928. Retir- 
ing and incoming presidents passed 
from the national palace through 
lanes of troops into the gates of 
the stadium, cavalry detachments 
in dress uniforms acting as escorts. 


Trumpets heralded their arrival, 
military bands inside the stadium 
broke into stirring music and the

MEASURE CARRIES M O R E 


THAN HALF BILLION FOR 


VETERANS BUREAU 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
5. 
_ (/P)—Carrying $511,225,- 
000 for the veterans' bureau, 
annual supply bill providing 
$552,172,213 for 28 inde- 
pendent government offices 
and agencies was reported 
today to the house by its ap- 
propriations committee. 


The total is $141,687,627 less than 


the outlay for the current fiscal 
year. It is"$1,511,825 below the budg- 
et estimates. 
The reduction was brought about 


in the appropriation for the feder- 
al farm board. The measure did not 
increase the $150,000.000 farm loan 
revolving fund created for the cur- 
rent year. Actually, with this sum 
omitted, the committee explained, 
there was an increase of $8,312,373 
over the current, year. 
In reporting the 
measure, 
the 


committee explained that officials 
of the farm board were unable at 
this time to estimate how much of 
the $500,000,000 previously author- 
ized would be required 
for 1931 


farm relief work, 
however, 
the 
board was allowed $1,700,00 for ad- 
ministrative and co-operative mar- 
keting expenses, or 
$200,000 less 


than' the budget estimate. 


Increusn for Veterans' Work. 


.Outlay for the veterans' bureau 


represented an increase of $11,250,- 
000 over the current appropriation. 
It is to be taken up largely 
in 


compensation to emergency naval 
and army officers, improving hos- 
pital services, adding personnel and 
in settling insurance claims. Veter- 
construction or $4,000,000 less than 
hospitals arc allowed $2,000,000 for 
for 1930. 
The permanent appropriation of 


$78,530,000 -made automatically, al- 
so was included for the veterans' 
bureau. 
President Hoover set an example 


of economy. The outlay for the exe- 
cutive office was placed at $422,320, 
a reduction of $2-1.000. 


Deficit Keduced. 


Having reduced its deficit to $6,- 


000,000 compared 
with $11,000,000 


for last year, the shipping 
board

LAW PASSED OVER

COURT APPEALS UPHOLDS 
BILL VALIDATING TITLE TO 


LAND IN STREAM BEDS 


AUSTIN,~Feb. 6.—W— 


The so-called Small river bed 
bill, passed by the legisla- 
ture over veto of Governor 
Moody, was upheld by the 
third court of civil appeals 
today. 


The court reversed and remand- 
ed the case of the State va. C. W. 
Bradford and others, the suit in- 
volving title to valuable river bed 
land on the north fork of the Red 
river, on grounds that the trial 
court erred IS sustaining the gen- 
eral demurrers and holding 
that' 
the 
petition 
alleged 
insufficient 
facst to constitute the river beds 
in question a navigable stream or 
water course, but held constitution- 
al and valid the Small bill which 
validated or granted the appellees 
right 
or interest In the area in 
controversy. 


The Small bill validated title to 
land in the stream beds where the 
surveys cross streams that are not 
navigable but which are more than 
30 feet in width. The original sta- 
tute classed these streams as navi- 
gable and forbade surveys to in- 
clude them.

through the opinion written by As- 
sociate Justice M. B. Blair, held: 


"The contention cannot* be sus- 


tained because the act either ex- 
pressly or by a necessary and rea- 
sonable inference excepts from the 
operation of the statute all public, 
navigation, riparian and other uses 
to which the beds of statutory navi- 
gable streams or water courses had 
been theretofore reserved under the 
public policy and laws of this state. 
In pther words we interpret the 
Small bill to validate or^grant only 
such right of possession and use 
of the surface of the area in con- 
troversy as is not repugnant to the 
public uses to which said river bed 
had been heretofore reserved under 
the public policy and laws of this 
state, and the right to appropriate 
all minerals found in or underneath 
the surface of the river bed chan- 
nel, provided the taking of the min- 
erals does not unreasonably inter- 
fere with any right or use of the
